Extra Forces Secure Metro 


WASHINGTON I On the eve of Inauguration 
Day, nearly two dozen transportation security 
officers from across the country joined forces 
with the Metro Transit Police on Wednesday 
to protect the subway system. 

Officers and bomb -sniffing dogs from air- 
ports in Atlanta, Boston, Dallas, Milwaukee 
and St. Louis all made the trip — part of a 
new collaboration between Metro and the 
Transportation Security Administration. 

Fifteen airport screeners from the TSA 
brought in special equipment to scan suspi- 
cious packages. The equipment could deem 
them harmless before any stations would have 


to be closed for a broader security sweep, 
Metro Transit Police Chief Polly Hanson 
said. Metro has another 10 FBI bomb tech- 
nicians on hand as well. 

“One of the things we recommend to our 
passengers [Thursday] is don’t bring it if you 
can’t put it in your pocket,” Hanson said. “Your 
ID, your fare card, an extra pair of gloves, hand 
warmers — that’s about all you need.” 

Trains will run three hours later than 
normal — until 3 a.m. — Thursday night to 
accommodate the expected crowds. More than 
601,000 people rode on Metro trains on the 
day of President Bush’s first inauguration, (ap) 


Inaugural address to focus 
on call to ‘stand for freedom’ 

WASHINGTON I In a city brimming with 
pageantry and under fortress -like security, 
President Bush looked ahead Wednesday to 
his second inauguration, pledging to seek 
unity in a nation divided by political differ- 
ences. “I am eager and ready for the work 
ahead,” Bush declared. 

Offering a preview of Thursday’s address, 
Bush said he would speak about freedom. 
“This is the cause that unites our country and 
gives hope to the world and will lead us to a 
future of peace. We have a calling from beyond 
the stars to stand for freedom, and America 
will always be faithful to that cause.” 

A half-million people were expected 
to throng the city for the swearing-in and 
the traditional parade along Pennsylvania 
Avenue from the Capitol 
to the White House. 

The thunder of fire- 
works on the Ellipse began 
an inauguration- eve night 
of pageantry and parties 
for Bush, his wife, Laura, 

Vice President Dick Cheney 
and his wife, Lynne. With 
a fresh snow blanketing city streets and the 
temperature in the low 20s, the Bushes and 
Cheneys sat outdoors on a heated stage at a 
musical extravaganza called “A Celebration of 
Freedom,” named for the inauguration’s theme. 
“No night is too cold to celebrate freedom,” 
the president told the audience. 

The president and his wife began the 
day by reflecting on history, visiting the 
U.S. Archives to view the nation’s most 
treasured historical documents, including 
George Washington’s handwritten, first inau- 
gural address as well as the Declaration of 
Independence, the U.S. Constitution and the

Senate Panel Backs Rice for State 


Democrats may delay 
full vote on diplomatic 
post until next week 

WASHINGTON I Condoleezza Rice 
won strong but not unanimous 
endorsement as secretary of state 
from a Senate panel Wednesday, 
assuring skeptical Democrats 
she welcomed debate about the 
nation’s foreign policy course 
and wouldn’t sugarcoat advice to 
President Bush. 

If confirmed by the full Senate, 
Rice would be the first black woman 
to hold the post. A vote had been 
expected as soon as Thursday, but 
Democrats said they wanted more 
time, at least until next week. 

“We can certainly have, I think, 
a healthy debate about the course

that we should take going forward,” 
Rice said before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee voted 16-2 to 
recommend her confirmation. 

“We’ve had to make a lot of deci- 
sions, some of them good, some of 
them bad,” she allowed in appar- 
ent response to questions about the 
Iraq war, terrorism planning and 
other subjects. 

Jim Manley, a spokesman for 
Senate Democratic Leader Harry 
Reid of Nevada, said Democrats 
would not seek to prevent Rice’s 
confirmation, although several 
were expected to vote against her. 
The vote by the full Senate is expect- 
ed next Wednesday, he said. 

Outgoing Secretary of State 
Colin Powell said goodbye to depart- 
ment personnel Wednesday but will 
stay until Rice is confirmed, (ap)

FBI Alerts Boston to Terror Suspects 


La. High Court 
Reinstates Ban 
On Gay Marriage 

NEW ORLEANS I The Louisiana 
Supreme Court on Wednesday 
unanimously reinstated an anti- 
gay marriage amendment to the 
state constitution that was over- 
whelmingly approved by the vot- 
ers in September. 

The high court reversed a rul- 
ing by a state district judge, who 
struck down the “defense of mar- 
riage” amendment in October on the 
grounds that the measure dealt with 


more than one subject, in violation 
of the Louisiana Constitution. 

But the Supreme Court said: 
“Each provision of the amendment 
is germane to the single object of 
defense of marriage.” 

The amendment was put on 
the ballot by the Legislature and 
approved by 78 percent of the voters. 
Eleven other states adopted similar 
measures in the fall elections. 

Legislative backers ofthe amend- 
ment said that although gay mar- 
riages were already banned by state 
law, the amendment was needed to 
ensure that courts would not autho- 
rize such marriages, as happened 
in Massachusetts, (ap) 


BOSTON I The FBI notified law 
enforcement officials to be on the 
lookout for four Chinese nationals 
described as possible terror sus- 
pects who may be headed to the 
Boston area. 

Federal law enforcement offi- 
cials said Wednesday they had 
received a tip about an unspeci- 
fied threat against Boston, and 
released photographs of the two 
men and two women they were 
seeking. Authorities said none of 
the names had been on previous 
watch lists of terror suspects. 


The investigation stirred a fren- 
zy of media reports and prompted 
Gov. Mitt Romney, who had gone 
to Washington to 
attend Thursday’s 
presidential inau- 
guration, to decide 
to return to Mass- 
achusetts later 
Wednesday. 

Romney cau- 
tioned that the threats were unsub- 
stantiated and uncorroborated. 

“We have had threats in the past. 
We take them seriously, even when 


they’re not corroborated,” he said. 

Romney said the state’s threat 
level would not be raised, but 
more people would be on duty in 
the state’s emergency management 
bunker outside Boston. 

A federal law enforcement offi- 
cial, speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity, told The Associated Press 
that the FBI’s joint terrorism task 
force has not yet corroborated a 
tip that the suspects entered the 
United States through Mexico in 
recent days, possibly bound for

Top Killer in U.S. 


Heart disease eclipsed 
as chief cause of death 
in Americans under 85 

For the first time, cancer has sur- 
passed heart disease as the top kill- 
er of Americans under 85, health 
officials said Wednesday. The good 
news is that deaths from both are 
falling, but improvement has been 
more dramatic for heart disease. 

“It’s dropping fast enough that 
another disease is eclipsing it,” 
said Dr. Walter Tsou, president 
of the American Public Health 
Association. 

The single biggest reason: fewer 
smokers.

Those under 85 comprise 98.4 
percent of the population, said 
Dr. Eric Feuer, chief of statistical 
research for the National Cancer 
Institute who also worked on the 
report. 

That means that only the very 
oldest Americans continue to die of 
heart disease more than of cancer, 
a trend that is expected to reverse 
by 2018, said Dr. Harmon Eyre, the 
cancer society’s longtime chief med- 
ical officer, marilynn marchione (ap) 


“Now we know so much more, 
and I plead with the court to listen 
for witnesses and re-evaluate Roe 
v. Wade,” said McCorvey. 

Two lower courts last year threw 
out McCorvey ’s request to have the 
ruling reconsidered. 

The last major abortion decision 
by the high court came in 2000, 
when the court ruled 5-4 to strike

Historic Surprises Can 
Bedevil Inauguration Day 


The carefully scripted 
event doesn’t always 
proceed as planned 

WASHINGTON! Robert Frost wrote 
poetry for John F. Kennedy’s inaugu- 
ration. Pity he never got to read it. 

Sunshine, reflecting off piles 
of fresh snow, blinded the famed 
poet. So he just recited an oldie he 
knew by heart. 

In 1861, Abraham Lincoln had 
to be smuggled through Baltimore 
under dark of night to make it safely 
to his swearing-in. He was trying 
to evade Confederate sympathizers 
who wanted to kill him. 

Lincoln lived to see a second 
inauguration, in 1865. He may have 
wished he hadn’t; his vice president, 
Andrew Johnson, embarrassed him 
by giving a speech drunk. 

As President Bush prepares for 
his second inauguration Thursday, 
an event that will consume the cap- 
ital this week and snarl traffic, he 
embarks on a tradition as old as the 
Constitution, which stipulates that a 
president-elect take a 35 -word oath. 

The speeches are only occasional- 
ly memorable. The events and balls 
are well choreographed. Still, look 
at history: The unexpected can 
happen. 

There was a time when presi- 
dents invited the public to the White 


House to partake in festivities. A 
drunken horde shattered windows, 
broke furniture and stole trinkets 
in 1829, forcing Andrew Jackson to 
escape through a window. 

The practice carried through 
1865, when Lincoln opened the 
doors of the White House to mark 
the beginning of his second term, 
only to watch rioters fight over food 
being servedby White House waiters. 

“In 1961, it was the weather 
that crashed the party: 8 inches of 
snow fell the night before Kennedy 
was to be inaugurated. The mili- 
tary used flamethrowers to melt 
snow on Pennsylvania Avenue for 
the parade. And just after noon, a 
frail Frost, then 86, walked to the 
lectern and began trying to read 
“Dedication,” a poem he’d written 
for the day. 

But Frost struggled as the sun 
reflected into his eyes. 

“I can’t see in the sun,” Frost 
finally said, moving on to a 1942 
poem, “The Gift Outright,” for which 
he needed no script. 

Nature was most cruel to William 
Henry Harrison, who in 1841 gave 
the longest inaugural speech in 
history. Speaking for two hours 
in a chilly rain, Harrison caught a 
cold that became pneumonia and 
killed him a month later. So ended 
the shortest presidency in history.

The speech offers him an 
opportunity to look both back and 
ahead, and to summarize his priori- 
ties: a democratic Iraq, victory in 
the war on terror and an ambitious 
second-term domestic agenda. 

Details will be sketchy, most 
to come later. He is expected to 
use a broad brush to highlight the 
importance of freedom at home 
and abroad. 

“This is a very important legacy 
speech for him,” said James Thurber, 
director of American University’s 
Center for Congressional and 


Presidential Studies. “America 
has lowered its expectations for 
the rhetoric, but will look closely 
at the agenda he outlines.” 

Bush went over concepts with 
aides shortly after the November 
election, and by Wednesday after- 
noon he was working from the 21st 
draft as he rehearsed in the family 
theater at the White House. 

The speech runs about 17 min- 
utes, aides said, brief by recent stan- 
dards but still far from the record 
set by the first president, George 
Washington, whose second inau- 
gural was a mere 135 words. 

Second inaugural addresses give 
presidents a chance to self- assess 
their place in history, and Bush has 
said he wants to be remembered for 
using U.S. influence to “spread free- 
dom at home and abroad.” 

Bush is expected to promote his 


plan to restructure Social Security 
with private investment accounts 
— but not spell out details of what 
is already the most divisive part of 
his domestic agenda. 

Spokesman Scott McClellan said 
next month’s State of the Union 
address will include a more detailed 
blueprint. The inaugural one “is a 
liberty speech,” McClellan said. 
“The president will talk about the 
power of freedom. Peace is secured 
by advancing freedom.” tom raum (ap)

Why is the inauguration on Jan. 20 
at noon? The Constitution’s 20th 
Amendment, passed by Congress 
March 2, 1932 and ratified by the nec- 
essary states on Jan. 23, 1933, setthe 
date and time. The president had been 
sworn in on March 4, typically thefinal 
day ofthecongressional session. 

Does the chief justice of the United 
States always administer the oath 
of office? Traditionally, atthe official 
Washington ceremony, the chief jus- 
tice administers the oath. Chief Justice 
William H. Rehnquist has accepted 
Bush’s invitation to administerthe oath 
despite being treated forthyroid cancer. 
In special circumstances, others have 
sworn in a president. 

When were inaugural balls first held? 

Americansthrewa party to honor 
George Washington one week after 
his inauguration on May 7, 1789. The 
tradition of a ball began in 1809 when 
James Madison was inaugurated in 
Washington. Dolley Madison, thefirst 
lady, hosted the party for which 400 tick- 
ets were sold at$4apiece. Nine official 
inaugural balls are planned for Bush’s 
inauguration, including thefirst com- 
mander in chief’s ball for some 2,000 
men and women who served in Iraq and

Car Bombs Rattle Baghdad 

Five attacks in Iraqi capital leave at least 12 dead 


BAGHDAD I Insurgents unleashed 
a wave of car bombings across the 
capital Wednesday, killing about a 
dozen people, despite stepped-up 
U.S. and Iraqi measures to protect 
this month’s elections. 

The U.S. military put the death 
toll from the day’s Baghdad bomb- 
ings at 26, saying the number was 
based on initial reports at the scene. 
Iraqi officials said only 12 people 
were killed in the bombings. 


U.S. military spokesman Lt. 
Col. Steven Boylan said he could 
not explain the discrepancy between 
the figures “but we are holding to 
our numbers.” 

U.S. and Iraqi officials had pre- 
dicted an escalation in violence as 
the elections approach, with Sunni 
insurgents seeking to frighten 
people into staying away from the 
polls. Coalition forces have stepped 
up raids and arrests in Baghdad, 


Mosul and other trouble spots. 

The five car bombings — four 
within a span of 90 minutes — 
underscored the grave threat facing 
Iraqis at this watershed moment. 

Nevertheless, the attacks had 
little effect on preparations for the 
Jan. 30 balloting, in which Iraqis 
will choose a 275 -member National 
Assembly and regional legislatures. 
At Baghdad airport, Iraqi authori- 
ties Wednesday received the largest 
shipment of ballot boxes and other 
elections equipment to date, (ap)

Photos shown at trial

LONDON I Confronted by shocking 
images of British soldiers abusing 
Iraqi prisoners, Prime Minister 
Tony Blair said Wednesday the 
military would not tolerate such 
behavior and insisted that the 
majority of troops there behaved 
honorably. 

But the revelations of abuse at 
the court-martial of three British 
soldiers in Germany shocked many 
Britons, provided front-page fod- 
der for the rambunctious press, and 
spawned uncomfortable compari- 
sons to the Abu Ghraib scandal. 

It seemed unlikely that the scan- 
dal would create serious pressure 
on Blair to pull out Britain’s troops 
sooner — but it is certain to make 
the war even less popular only 
months before Blair is expected to 
face voters in a general election. 

One photo shows a soldier stand- 
ing on a prisoner who was tied up 
and lying on hard ground. Another 
photo showed an Iraqi tied to a fork- 
lift and raised aloft while a soldier 
laughed. Others showed naked male 
prisoners apparently forced to sim- 
ulate sexual acts. The victims were 
accused of looting at a British- con-

Celebrating a native son who had 
to flee the Nazis, Germany opened 
festivities Wednesday marking 
the 100th anniversary of Albert 
Einstein’s theory of relativity and the 
50 th anniversary of his death.

Indonesian ministry adds 70,000 to final tally 


JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Indonesia’s 
Health Ministry declared Wed- 
nesday that more than 70,000 
people previously listed as miss- 
ing are dead, significantly raising 
its estimate for the death toll from 
last month’s tsunami. 

If confirmed, the overall tsuna- 
mi death toll in 11 countries would 
climb to over 221,100, including 
166,320 dead in Indonesia. 

However, the Health Ministry’s 
count differed sharply from other 
Indonesian government tallies. 
The Social Affairs Ministry has 
been keeping a count that on 


Wednesday stood at 114,978 dead 
and 12,132 missing. 

Officials have frequently cau- 
tioned that compiling accurate 
figures for the dead or missing is 
almost impossible. The Associated 
Press has used the Social Affairs 
Ministry count for its tally. 

The total death toll compiled by 
AP is at least 162,228. The United 
Nations on Tuesday listed the num- 
ber of dead at 165,493. 

Indonesia is not the only coun- 


try suffering from confusion in the 
count. In Sri Lanka, the Public 
Security Ministry and National 
Disaster Management Center have 
put out tolls of 38,195 and 30,920, 
respectively. The AP total is based 
on the disaster center’s number. 

Meanwhile, eager to show 
Indonesia will use international 
aid responsibly and take a firm 
stand against corruption, Foreign 
Minister Hassan Wirayuda said the 
government had recently appointed 
the accounting firm Ernst & Young 
to track donations, mike corder (ap)

Catholic Church swiftly 
backtracks after cleric 
OKs them, citing AIDS 

MADRID, SPAIN I The Catholic 
Church in Spain backtracked late 
Wednesday from a leading bish- 
op’s groundbreaking statement in 
support of condom use to fight the 
spread of AIDS, saying instead the 
church still believes artificial con- 
traception is immoral. 

On Tuesday, Bishop Juan Antonio 
Martinez Camino, spokesman for 
the Spanish Bishops Conference, 
said “condoms have a place in the 
global prevention of AIDS.” He 
spoke after a meeting with Health 
Minister Elena Salgado to discuss 
ways of fighting the disease. 

His comments were front-page 


news in major Spanish papers. The 
United Left party called the poli- 
cy shift “historic.” The church had 
locked horns with Spain’s progres- 
sive-minded Socialist government 
for moving to legalize gay marriage, 
streamline divorce proceedings and 
make it easier for women to have 
abortions. 

But on Wednesday night the 
conference issued a statement say- 
ing the bishop’s comments “must 
be understood in the context of 
Catholic doctrine.” The Vatican 
states that condoms, being a form 
of artificial birth control, cannot be 
used to help prevent the spread of 
HIV, the virus that causes AIDS. 

The conference said abstinence 
and fidelity among sexual partners 
are the best ways to combat the 
spread of AIDS, (ap)

Cleric Addresses Youth at Hajj 


MOUNT ARAFAT, SAUDI ARABIA I Saudi 
Arabia’s top cleric told 2 million hajj 
pilgrims Wednesday that some of 
Islam’s own sons had been “lured 
by the devil” to attack the kingdom 
and charged that the non-Muslim 
world was conspiring against people 
of the faith. 

The pilgrims converged on Mount 
Arafat for the most critical day of 
the annual pilgrimage the faithful 
believe will wipe away their sins. 

Sheik Abdul-Aziz al- Sheik, 
speaking at a mosque near Mount 


Arafat, lamented the violence waged 
by militants against Saudi Arabia. 

“The greatest affliction to strike 
the nation of Islam came from some 
of its own sons,” he said. He point- 
edly asked of Muslim youth: “How 
would you meet God? With innocent 
blood you shed or helped shed?” 

Al- Sheik also said that campaigns 
were being waged against Muslims 
from outside the Islamic world — 
“military campaigns, thought cam- 
paigns, economic campaigns, and

Music Downloads 
Increase Tenfold 


Cartoonist Takes on Marvel and Wins 


Revenues from online 
purchases hit $330M, 
recording industry says 

LONDON I The recording indus- 
try reported a tenfold increase 
Wednesday in the number of peo- 
ple legally downloading music 
from the Internet and the first 
significant revenues brought in by 
digital sales. 

The International Federation 
of the Phonographic Industry, or 
IFPI, also warned that it would 
continue with suing those who ille- 
gally download music, a practice it 
claims severely erodes the profits of 
its 1,450 record companies. 

The IFPI said music fans in the 
United States and Europe legally 
downloaded more than 200 million 
tracks in 2004, up from about 20 
million in 2003. That contributed 
to estimated digital music revenues 


of around $330 million in 2004, up 
sixfold from the previous year. 

“Digital music is now in the 
mainstream,” said John Kennedy, 
chairman and CEO of the IFPI. 

The IFPI said there are now more 
than 230 online sites where consum- 
ers can buy music legally, up from 50 
a year ago. Music on mobile phones 
is also becoming increasingly popu- 
lar, with Asia leading the way — the 
Japanese market was worth $100 
million in 2004. 

Industry forecasts for future 
digital growth vary. Some analysts 
suggest that 25 percent of record 
company revenue could come from 
digital sales by 2010, others put the 
figure at less than 10 percent — up 
from 1 to 2 percent now. 

Some analysts said issues about 
the compatibility of handsets and 
disagreements between publishers 
and record companies over music 
royalties could slow growth, (ap)

Ballou Band Marches On 


Report on National Zoo 
Cites Need to Improve 


Highly touted group 
aims to showcase D.C. 
school in inauguration 

WASHINGTON! With just four drum 
beats they can switch from the tradi- 
tional “Battle Hymn of the Republic” 
to Beyonce’s “Lose My Breath” — 
all part of a show the Ballou High 
School marching band is planning 
for their inaugural parade perfor- 
mance Thursday. 

Located in one of the poorest 
sections of Southeast Washington, 
Ballou has been beset by problems. 
Last February, a student was shot 
dead in a hallway. In October 
2003, the school was closed for 


several weeks after mercury was 
splattered inside. Band members 
are hoping a strong showing could 
help improve the pride and image 
of the school. 

“Since we are the only show band 
[in the parade], I definitely wanted 
to show our musicianship with a 
patriotic song, paying tribute to the 
troops,” said Ballou band director 
Darrell Watson. “But at the same 
time I know everyone wanted to see 
what Ballou is famous for — that’s 
more the hip-hop style songs with 
the high step march.” 

The band won second place in a 
national battle of the bands compe- 
tition in November. After that good 
news, D.C. Congressional Delegate 


Eleanor Holmes Norton personally 
wrote to President Bush, asking that 
Ballou be part of the inauguration 
festivities. “The world fell apart — 
people that you know dying right in 
the school,” Norton said. “How do 
you make that up to kids?” 

But rather than let their high 
school experience go down as a 
flop, the Ballou band students 
begin practice daily at 3:30 p.m. 
sharp when classes let out. They’re 
often under Watson’s guidance well 
after sunset, playing for three or 
even four hours. 

“That’s the price to pay to be a 
top band,” said Alex Thomas, the 
student drum major who directs 
the band, brett zongker (ap)

Year’s First Snow 
Disrupts Region 


Inclement weather, 
inaugural combine for 
rough riding on roads 

WASHINGTON I The first snow of 
the season blanketed the region 
Wednesday, making roads slick and 
causing several accidents — includ- 
ing a fatal crash in Lorton, Va. 

Someweatherreports Wednesday 
morning called for a dusting to an 
inch of snow. But the National 
Weather Service said up to three 
inches fell around the region, with 
the highest accumulations coming 
just north and south of the city. 

Complicating matters in the 
nation’s capital, thousands of federal 


employees left work around midday 
— not because of the weather, but to 
avoid several planned road closings 
related to Thursday’s inaugural. 

Officials with Metro reported 
a much heavier than normal day 
because of the early exodus, the 
snow and thousands of guests in 
town for the inauguration. The sys- 
tem had more than 582,000 pas- 
sengers as of 5 p.m., an increase of 
more than 20,000 from the previ- 
ous Wednesday. 

Most school systems stayed open 
until their normal closing times but 
canceled after-school activities. The 
most notable exception were D.C. 
public schools, which shut at 2:15 
p.m. (ap)

Opponents Line Up Against Highway 


GREENBELT, MD.I Maryland should 
closely study transit options, toll 
lanes and other alternatives to 
building the 18 -mile Intercounty 
Connector highway, according to 
a report commissioned by six envi- 
ronmental groups. 

The groups claim that options 
such as more rail links, toll lanes on 
existing roads and express bus ser- 


vice would be cheaper, reduce more 
traffic and create less air pollution 
than constructing the highway. 

The 85 -page study estimates 
the options could cost between 
$626,000 and $2 billion. 
The Maryland State Highway 
Administration estimates the 
ICC will cost as much as $2.4 
billion. 


The state released an envi- 
ronmental impact statement in 
November that evaluates three 
options — two different routes 
for the highway in northern 
Montgomery and Prince George’s 
counties and the effects of not build- 
ing the road. 

An option will be picked in the 
fall. Gov. Robert Ehrlich wants to 
begin construction by the fall of 
2006. (ap)

He’d Rather 
Lead the Band 


Jazz bassist and 
bandleader Dave 
Holland did it his way 

MUSIC I If just being a freelance jazz 
musician is tough in today’s cut- 
throat music industry, imagine the 
difficulties of keeping a big band 
together. 

With most of the major record 
labels now being honest about their 
previously espoused “love for jazz” 
by dropping many of its greatest 
artists, many jazz cats are fending 
for themselves, releasing albums on 
their own labels. 

After more than a two -decade 
association with the respected, 
Eurocentric label ECM, legendary 
bassist and composer Dave Holland 
is now out on his own, venturing into 
the risky territory of releasing music 
on his own imprint, Dare2Records. 
And he’s doing so in a big way with 
“Overtime” a sensational follow-up 
to his 2002 big-band effort, “What 
Goes Around.” 

Holland was a perennial critic’s 
darling, winning prestigious awards 
left and right for his intricate, yet 


always stimulating modern jazz. 

That sort of guaranteed at least 
some significant attention in the 
jazz world. He record didn’t catch 
immediate fire like his more scaled- 
down efforts, “Prime Directive” 
or “Extended Play,” but it gave a 
glimpse of Holland broadening 
his already lofty compositions. 

“Overtime” reveals a greater 
unity between a small ensemble’s 
sense of interplay and rhythmic 
drive and a large ensemble’s orches- 
tral coloring and weight. 

Holland’s bass playing and com- 
positions are as imaginative as ever, 
especially when he connects with 
the kinetic energy of drummer 
Billy Kilson or underscores the 
beautiful timbres of vibraphonist 
Steve Nelson and trombonist Josh 
Roseman. 

And like the namesake of his 
boutique label, the disc has a cou- 
rageous, crusading spirit along 
with its more obvious musical 
allure, john murph

Men of Reaction 



Ideas are stronger 
than tyranny in The 
Death of Myerhold’ 

STAGE I Big ideas. History is full 
of them, and their consequenc- 
es. Consider three idea-men who 
appear in Studio Theatre’s “The 
Death of Meyerhold.” 

First, Joseph Djugasvili, who 
changed his name to Stalin, mean- 
ing “man of steel,” and transformed 
the Soviet Union into a world power 
— in part by imprisoning and killing 
millions. Then Dmitri Shostakovich, 
still the subject of raging debate: 
Did he sell out, composing faux- 
patriotic music to save his neck? 

But no one calls Vsevolod 
Meyerhold a sellout. The theatre 
innovator died in Stalin’s prison 
system even while Shostakovich 
enjoyed a government pension. 
Meyerhold ’s theories of physical 
acting technique fell into obscuri- 
ty while the teachings of his peer, 
Konstantin Stanislavsky, became 


world-renowned. 

Playwright Mark Jackson 
spins these heady historical real- 
ities into his own dramatic Big 
Idea, which one critic called “the 
best homegrown play since Angels 
in America.’” All of which may give 
some idea about the ambition of the 
piece. 

Meyerhold was a man who died 
for an idea. But the play about his 
life keeps tedious bigthink at arm’s 
reach, preferring to mix history and 


politics with dry wit, comic move- 
ment and dance. By so doing it 
echoes Meyerhold’s fascination 
with kabuki, circus techniques 
and slapstick. If, as some critics 
predict, the play is nominated for 
a Pulitzer, it will be fitting testa- 
ment to the power of big, good, 
hopeful ideas to outlive the tyrant

‘Hotel California’ rises 
from the turntable in 
a note-for-note show 

M U S I C I Mirrors on the ceiling ... the 
pink champagne on ice ... 

Better get your hair permed, 
unbutton that fourth button, 
and break out the Panama hat. 
It’s check-in time at the Hotel 
California, as Classic Albums 
Live delivers a “note-for-note, 
cut-for-cut” performance of the 
Eagles’ magnum opus Sunday at 
the Birchmere. 

From the guitarron of “New Kid 
in Town” to the pedal steel of “The 
Last Resort,” all the particulars of 
the Eagles’ high-gloss chronicle of 
the curdling of ’70s high life will be 
scrupulously reproduced. 

The brainchild of Toronto TV 
composer Craig Martin, Classic 
Albums Live isn’t a band but a 
devilishly meticulous enterprise 
involving hand-picked orchestras 
of rock musicians recreating mile- 
stone albums. 

Martin takes as his texts not 


rough-and-tumble live shows 
but polished studio productions. 
Though Led Zeppelin toured as 
a quartet, Martin couldn’t let 
the overdubs slide. His “Physical 
Graffiti” required 13 performers, 
four of them guitarists. 

The point is not to look like the 
band in question, but to sound 
exactly like the record. That may 
take a little work on the receiving 
end, though. 

By one very perceptive audio 
engineer’s reckoning, the Eagles’ 
albums represented “the sound of 
cocaine.” The band’s preferred rec- 
reational substance suppresses the 
perception of high frequencies and 
makes the user fastidiously atten- 
tive to detail. Hence discs of chilling 
precision with lots of treble. 

In other words, “Hotel 
California” is tailor-made for 
Martin’s method. But if you really 
want it to sound as it did in the mix- 
ing booth, tonight’s performance 
is strictly BYOB. glenn dixon

‘On the Record’ gives Disney’s songs new life 


STAGE I Any given Disney movie 
has a number of stock components: 
The reluctant hero. The wise-crack- 
ing sidekick. And oh yes, the signa- 
ture song. 

The Mouse’s 70 -year film history 
has embedded dozens of tunes into 
our collective consciousness, a fact 
of which Disney takes advantage in 
its national tour of “On the Record.”

Badfinger never 
became superstars, 
but they can still rock 

MUSIC I Badfinger, or “Badfinger”? 

Legend has it that when his 
Apple Records signees, the Iveys, 
needed a name change, John 
Lennon drily suggested (with 
flawless French pronunciation) 
the Prix. They wisely settled on 
Badfinger. But no matter how 
the band tweaked its identity, 
Badfinger never shook the long 


shadow of its famous Liverpudlian 
mentors. 

Except maybe in one way, which 
Saturday’s show at Wolf Trap may 
demonstrate. 

The Beatles’ record label, Apple, 
repeatedly fumbled the promotion 
of Badfinger’s albums. A shady 
manager snaked the band’s mil- 
lions. And critics accused them 
of aping the sounds of John, Paul, 
George and Ringo — probably 
because they did. 

Despite worldwide hits like 
“Come and Get It” and “Baby Blue,” 


Badfinger’s earnings disappeared 
in a menagerie of lawyers and 
accountants. Guitarist and song- 
writer Pete Ham hanged himself 
in 1975. Bassist and songwriter 
Tommy Evans followed suit in 1983. 
Guitarist Joey Molland and drum- 
mer Mike Gibbins were reduced to 
manual labor jobs. 

The original Badfinger outlasted 
the Beatles by just three years. Fans 
of both bands pined for a reunion. 
But what if George and Ringo car- 
ried on under the same band name? 
No Lennon, no McCartney. Still the 
Beatles? 

Decide for yourself when Joey 
Molland ’s “Badfinger” — whoev- 
er that is at this point — reenacts 
the sounds of the band the Beatles

Loaiza, reliever Osuna agree to 1-year contracts 


NATIONALS I Free agent pitch- 
er Esteban Loaiza joined the 
Washington Nationals on 
Wednesday, agreeing to a $2.9 
million, one -year deal. 

The Nationals also added a 
reliever, agreeing to a $800,000, 
one-year contract with Antonio 
Osuna. 

Loaiza went 21-9 with a 2.90 
ERA and a league-leading 207 
strikeouts for the Chicago White 
Sox in 2003, was the AL starter in 


the All-Star game and finished sec- 
ond in Cy Young Award voting. 

He struggled last year, going 9-5 
with a 4.86 ERA for the White Sox, 
then was traded to the New York 
Yankees and went 1-2 with an 8.50 
ERA in 10 regular- season games. 
Loaiza is 100-89 in his career. 

Pitching has been a top priority 
for Nationals interim general man- 
ager Jim Bowden, but the team’s 
limited budget has made it dif- 
ficult to improve a staff that was 


12th in the NL in ERA last year. 
Loaiza joins a starting rotation that 
includes Livan Hernandez, Tomo 
Ohka and Tony Armas Jr. 

Before announcing the deal, 
the Nationals had Loaiza under- 
go a precautionary MRI exam on 
his pitching shoulder and elbow to 
ensure that his struggles last season 
weren’t injury-related. The results 
were negative. 

Osuna is 36-29 with 21 saves and 
a 3.50 ERA over 10 seasons. He was 
2-1 with a 2.45 ERA last year for 
the Padres.

The left-hander from Glen Bumie, 
Md., signed a minor league con- 
tract with the Baltimore Orioles on 
Wednesday and will begin his come- 
back at spring training next month. 

He has been pitching off a mound 
for seven weeks, and while his fast- 
ball has yet to reach 90 mph, he’s 
throwing without pain — or fear of 
breaking his arm for a third time. 
“The more confident I grow on the 
mound, the less I even think about 
it,” Saunders said. 

Saunders, 30, earned a World

Running a certified 
organic restaurant 
isn’t easy or common 

Everything served at the Ukiah 
Brewing Co. is organic — from 
the burgers and beer to the salt 
and pepper. Ukiah Brewing is the 
first restaurant in California to be 
certified as organic, a designation 
not easy to come by. 

Owner Els Cooperrider pays a 
price in time and money to be one 
of two organically certified restau- 
rants in the nation. The other is 
Restaurant Nora in Washington. 

Cooperrider, a former biologist, 
received the certification four years 
ago after filling out a 160-page 
application guaranteeing every 
ingredient comes from a federally 
certified organic provider. It takes 
a week of work to renew and costs 
up to $1,600 a year. 

Still, Cooperrider believes, her 
restaurant is taking the lead in sat- 
isfying consumers’ growing interest

in knowing what goes into 
their food. “How else 
would my customers 
know that things are 
really organic?” she 
asked. 

Statistics show 
Americans care more 
about what they’re eating. 

Sales of organic produce more 
than doubled between 2000 and 
2004 to $12.7 billion a year. 

The Agriculture Department 
doesn’t require establishments 
that tout their food as organic to 
seek certification. Restaurants take 
the extra step to show customers 
that organic standards, verified by 
a third party, were respected every

step between the farm and plate, 
Organic Trade Association spokes- 
woman Holly Givens said. 

Adam Gaska and other farm- 
ers work with Tom Altreuter, Ukiah 
Brewing’s chef. Prices aren’t as good 
as in retail, Gaska said, but the 
farmer knows he’ll make the sale. 

For Altreuter, buying organic 


makes running the kitchen a bal- 
ancing act. When bell peppers have 
a good price in the summer, he buys 
enough for the year, roasting and 
freezing them. He cans apricots 
and puts the preserves away for 
the winter. 

Altreuter ’s menu is eclectic, and 
he is challenged to find organic eth-

nic ingredients, such as spicy hoy 
sin sauce, rice noodles or dried chil- 
ies. Searches often end in Altreuter 
making condiments — or tossing 
the entree idea. 

Even common ingredients give 
the chef trouble. The restaurant tries 
to rely on small producers, but they 
can’t always come up with 50 pounds 
of tomatoes on demand. The menu 
warns, “items are subject to avail- 
ability of organic ingredients.” 

All this makes running the res- 
taurant expensive. Organic produce 
costs twice as much as non-organic, 
Altreuter said, juliana barbassa (ap)

Do you think the people who are 
really, really bad actually believe 
that they’re talented, or is it more 
wanting to be on TV? 

I think there’s a bit of both. By 
and large, with the ones who come 
who want to be on TV, you can tell 
that’s the case. Our judges are pretty 
good at smelling them out. We don’t 
want those kinds of contestants. But 
a lot of people who come and are bad 
singers truly believe they are good. 
All the people you saw on the show 
Tuesday night were for real. 

Why did you air the contestant who 
choked while trying to sing a Josh 
Groban song and then cried?
